• The closest cited art — Rosaen (U.S. 3,666,101) — fails to anticipate or render obvious, alone 
or in any proper combination, the valve assembly including a valve casing that is attached to 
the chamber wall between filtering chambers and that includes a transparent portion that 
allows the flag indicator to be visible when the indicator (which is attached to a central 
portion of the valve head) moves axially with the valve head to the second indicator position.
